Clothes 
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Red Cross Secretary in 
Appeal For Funds Heads 
Work of Chapter Locally 


Mrs. Orville Snead, secretary of j 
the local chapter of the Red Cross 
and 
United 
Charities 
association,! 
has id eated statistics, figures and 
tk financial 
report concerning the 
operations of her office during the 
past year, which, she says, tells 
more 
than anything else of the 
great need of financial assistance 
lf the office is to be kept open 
aud functioning. 
8he said that financial assistance! 
had been rendered this year to 153 
families and to 133 transient cases, 
aud that second hand clothing had 
hee* given to hundreds of persons 
who did not receive other aid from 
tile office. In many instances fam­ 
ilies depending oil the Red Cross 
almost entirely for support were 
placed with relatives. These famil­ 
ies were expensive, she said, and 
in cases where relatives could not 
be second to care tot them, they 
were sent to the Chailes Page Home 
at Sand Springs, given employment 
or otherwise given adequate pro­ 
tection in the mauer of clothing, 
shelter and food. 
She said that the above figures 
were only a part of the work her 
office was called on to do. She 
maintains an Employment 
bureau 
and has placed hundreds of per­ 
sons in good jobs during the past 
year. in most of such cases the 
jobs vt re badly needed, she point­ 
ed out, and it probably woula have 
been impossible for the parties to 
receive work had they not obtain­ 
ed it in this manner. 
^he points out thai among the per- 
I 
sons visiting her office are many 
' 
helpless, maimed and crippled per­ 
sons who have no assistance. Some 
are unable to work and friendless. 
Many pitiful cases were named by 
the Red Cross secretary. She said 
that all the poverty of the county 
was continually 
held 
before 
her 
. a.id that she received calls which 
W were 
not 
heeded 
Decause of too 
• much work, lack of funds or other 
rn necessary obstacles. 
f .. 
Several Places Open 
On the other haul, she said that 
at present she is able to find work 
for women who desire housework. 
She has several such places open 
to women who have no children, 
she said, and those who are inter­ 
ested should apply 
it her office. 
With the opening vf school, the 
calls on her office increases and 
she said that there were many fam­ 
ilies 
in 
the city without proper 
clothing, school supplies and other 
necessities of life.

speaking

the Red Cross and United Clari­ 
ties have the same secretary and 
do business for the same office, 
Mrs. Snead said that it reduced the 
expense considerably, make co-oper­

The Prince is in 
the habit of wearing his hat, par­ 
ticularly the silk variety, slightly 
tilted, and today old men and young 
men may be seen with headdress 
similarly arranged at any time of 
the day or night on the fashionable 
thoroughfares of the West End.

It was King Ed­ 
ward who brought the grey ascot 
hat into such wide use, and white 
spats and the derby hat owe their 
popularity to him. 
So closely was King Edward fol­ 
lowed in the matter of dress, It is

When the Frisco railroad was 
built through this part of Okla­ 
homa in 1900 it wa3 decided, to lo­ 
cate a town on the site of the 
Roff ranch in what is notw the 
southwestern part of Pontotoc coun­ 
ty. There was good reason 12or sel­ 
ecting this as a townsite, for it 
was in the midst of a most excellent 
priarie farming section which would 
give good support to a town and at 
that time ranching was an import­ 
ant industry. From that beginning 
a town of some 1,500 inhabitants 
grew. 
The business section of the town 
is for the most part two stibry 
brick buildings which are occupied 
by various lines and ordinarily do 
a thriving business. An un mill was 
built there in the early days of 
the place and there are a number 
of gins and other enterprises. This 
year the cotton recipts have been 
around 1,700 bales and considerable 
corn and other crops were raised 
and did their part towards restor­ 
ing the country to its prosperous 
condition prior to the coning of tne 
boll weevil in 1921. One of the most 
important industries of the town is 
the glass sand pit. Some years ago 
E. C. Larsh put this into operation 
and with the growth of the glass 
business in Oklahoma and Texas, 
he has built up a good business. 
The quantity is practically unlimi­ 
ted and the immense pit already 
excavated by means of the hydrau­ 
lic system is not a beginning to 
wrhat there is yet to be mined. A 
considerable amount cf machinery 
is necessary to handle the output. 
Roff has always taken a pride 
in its schools. It was one of the 
first towns in this part of the state 
to establish a high school and a 
year ago or two the increase in 
the scholastic population made it 


necessary to erect another building. 
The town has four church buildings 
and several fraternal orders have 
organizations. 
Water is the great problem with 
many towns, but Roff has an un­ 
limited supply pumped from deep 
wells. It is as palatable and pure 
as one can 
find 
anywhere. 
The 
town is also supplied with electric 
lights and recently voted a franch­ 
ise to a gas company. 
Some prospecting f >r oil has been 
done in that part of the county and 
very favorable indications have been 
found in the various wells.

through the crisis. However, farm­ 
ing is the chief dependence of that 
section and in every direction one 
finds well built farm houses and 
barns. It is stated that most of 
the land in that part of the county 
is cultivated by the owners. 
Tne Eagle is the newspaper of 
the town and it is among the old­ 
est in this part of the state. 
When the national guard of Ok­ 
lahoma was reorganized following 
the close of the war, an artillery 
company was organized 
at Roff. 
It is provided with a commodious 
building as an armory and the boys 
are well up on their duties. 
Roff may never reach the pro­ 
portions of a city, but with the 
good farming land which surrounds 
it, it will always be as prosperous 
as any other place in this part of 
Oklahoma and a very desirable town 
in which to live. .Should oil be 
found in paying quantities it will 
mean a much greater wave of pros­ 
perity, and an ample supply of gas 
will make it possible to locate a 
glass factory at the spot where the 
raw' material is found and give the 
town a good pay roll.
